The 
menace of the blow and the ample 
warning were suMcient to drive all 
small craft to shelter and to keep 
shipping anywhere neaf the supposed 
path of the storm well out of its way. 
In the harbour, all steamers were 
securely shackled to their buoys. 
None were dumaged.

Journalists 
have polnted out with growling alarm 
the continued polley of constructing 
Kasollne and off reservoles nlong the 
Seine and insist that even If such 
materinis can be brought cheaply to 
the French capftal by bout that Is no 
reason for endangering the entire 
city in case of air raids. A rew 
movement for the shiftlIng of such 
stornge tanks, as well as-gas tanks, 
far into the surrounding country, 
is gainlng ground. 5 


But the Inck of a system of shelters. 
for the civillan population in case 
bombardment [s the principal 
plaint of most critles.. Although all 
hotels and apartment houses in Paris 
have been posted with detailed de- 
scriptions of how to get into the 
cellars, reporters visiting them find 
that na Jarfe majority “would be 
nothing but death traps $f the bulld- 
Ings were hit. This situation is con- 
trasted with Germany, where specinl 
shelters have been built in all citles 
and towns. : 


GERMANY HAS DEEP CAVES 

As one writer for the Petit Parisien 
snid: 

“What has particularly preoccupled 


the Germans ‘is defence against any 
response to bombardments — their 
planes may carry out. If our planes 
could reach any of thelr cities they 
may succeed in destroying some 
buildings, but they would not touch 
the people sheltered in deep caves 
specially prepared, 


“The population will escape com- 
pletely for they are even equipped 
with gas masks and gas-proof shelters, 
and frequent drills have taught them 
how to use them.” 


Another item which Js troubling 
Frenchmen Is the variety and 
thoroughness of Germany's under- 
ground shelters for munitions fac- 
torles, uir fields, barracks, food and 
chemical storage dumps, all.of which 
ure thoroughly equipped with antl- 
aircraft batteries. Some of these 
underground shelters, especially those 
in industrial areas such as Dusseldorf, 
Essen and Duisbourg, are equipped to 
receive entire offices, with archives 
and all matersal to carry: on work 
in “cuse © ie bulldings © above “the 


r ground are threatened with destruc- 


tion. 


Everywhere powerful projectors 
are installed on high buildings and 
automatic sound opparatus for de- 
tecting approaching planes and Jn- 
stantly sounding alarms abound = in 
every town. This js true not only 
in the recently refortified Rhineland 
but also far in the rear. It §s sald 
that the entire population of Berlin 
could take shelter in two minutes. 


. What has astounded French journ- 
alists visiting Germany more than 
anything clse is the thorough dis- 
clpline of the civil population. Fre- 
quent trials take place in all towns 
and everyone has rehearsed the role 
he must play in case of an air raid. 


The situation In France is the op- 
posite, and the Frenchman honestly 
admits that it fs becnuse the French 
character is too individualist, too in- 
dependent, or too “devil-may-care” to 
accept the discipline necessary for the 
mass trujning which has brought 
Germany to such a Jevel of perfection 
in aerint defence. In good French 
fashion, the Frenchman hns to nwnit 
the realistic effects of some action 
before he prepares to defend himself 
against it. 


Paris has installed a system of alr 
rald sirens, but has gone through Just 
one alr drill, That occurred lust 
November, and was the occasion for 
the pyegest turn-out the city. has 
seen. Everybody wanted to see what 
was happening instend of taking part 
docilely in his part of the big game. 
The case is typlcal. 


DEFENSIVE ARM WEAK 


It may be said that the only ser- 
fectly defended area in France Is 
that of the Mnginot-linc, where decp 
underground fortifications provide 
rent shelter against air attacks, 
France has built and Is mointalning 
ene of the most powerful air ficcts 
in the world, but It might be defence 
less against sudden air ralds, In 
other words, the offenslve arm re- 
mains prepured, but the defensive 
arm ts entirely incompetent. — 


Against this “Iet’s wait and sce” 
attitude, .an independent campaign 
has begun..

The remaining nine exploited the 
modern" “buterfly" style, In| which 
the recovery in the arm movement 
Js effected by flnging the arms for- 
ward over the head, instead of the 
customary .method of pushing them 
forward through the water, and such 
a situation seems to be a further 
indication that, In the Interests of 
our swimmers in international com- 
petitions, the “butterfly” stroke 
should be allowed in England. 


At the moment, England js the 
‘only country -in the world in which 
the stroke is banned for domestlc 
contests, although the Federation 
Internationale de Natation Amatcur, 
of which an Englishman js president, 
has sanctloned its use, Thus, we 
recently had the somewhat ludicrous 
position of J. G, Davies (Otter S.C.) 
belng forced to use the old stroke 
to win, the niutional — breast-stroke 
chumplonship at Scarborough, but 
being able a week later to adopt the 
“butterfly” in swimming against 
Germany at Wembley.

’ Criticisms of the Church from 
different angles were made at 
the Modern: Churchmen’s Con- 
ference at Cambridge. 


Mr. Claud Mullins, the London ma- 
gistrate, sald that in many cultured 
homes the Bible was as little known 
as the books of Euclid. Yet by every 
test of Christian conduct a large pro- 
portion of these people were Christ's 
following. . 


The Rev, L. B. Cross, Vice-Principal 
of Ripon. Hall and tutor of Jesus 
College, Oxford, sald that for the vast 
majority ofEnglish people the Bible 
was not only a closed book but a lost 
book, 

England’s past greatness was largely 
due to the influence of the Bible, and 
unt!l the Bibic toolc Its place agaln in 
the hearts and lives of the people 
England would never be really great 


j | ngain. 


REBUFFED BY THE CHURCH 


Mr. Mullins attacked professing 
Christians who actively opposed essen= 
tlaly Christian and much-needed law 
reforms. Progress towards Christinn 
conduct, he sald, was in great part 
owlng to the worl: of people who were 
aloof from the Church and even 
hostile to It, 

He remarked that he had been re- 
buifed by Church organisations. in his 
efforts to secure for poor people the 
benefits of sympathetic Inquiry before 
mairimontal litigation and for more 
humane conditions in litigation. 

Mr. Cross, who spoke towards the 
close of the conference, referred to the 
part played by fhe Church of England 
in the Great War. 

“It was as inglorious as jt .was 
negiligible,” he sald. “It did little 
more thin put up memorials as a 
witness to its own inactivity ‘and In- 
competence when it was all over. If 
war comes again Iet the Church sce 
to it that it fs as honourable as war 
can be.” 


NO DESIRE TO WORSHIP 


Referring to the Church’s concen~ 
tration on worship, Mr. Cross sald that 
the trouble to-day was not so much 
that the Church did not provide for 
the most-part the right type of 
worship, but that men did not want 
to worship, nnd did not see why they 
should do so, The Church of Eng- 
tund wus far too busy In providing for 
u'need which was not felt. 

“If only men and women jew the 

stlanity,” 
he sald, “there would be a great 
religious revival in thls country and 
throughout the world. 

“Recent discussions In Convocation 
on divorée and remarriage showed a 
lumentable lack of knowledge of the 
spiritual realities of life and of the 
practical problems involved, for des- 
pite much talk of sacraments, ideals 
and Divine sanction, the Church's 
‘doctrine never got beyond the purely 
animal and physical conception of the 
relationship of marriage.”

member of the family except the 
person who {$s expected to keep its 
stock replenished, unless she keeps 
on fle a few easily prepared and in« 
expensive cookle — recipes, Rich

He said that Consulate passport 
ofleinis hid been instructed to dis- 
courane American nationals from 
entering China, especially during 
this period when they were concen- 
trating their efforts upon the evacune 
of nationals from China, 

Mr. Hull indieated that the Kobe 
situation illustrates the complexity 
of the evacuation problem, where 
nationals one day refuse to depart 
from China ind the next day are 
wildly seeking Government ‘nssis- 
tance to yet away. 

He sald. that once over 100 
nationals embarked on a ship In the 
river intending to Jeave, then changed 
their minds and asked to return. He 
sald that at other (imes small groups 
of people seck to enter China just 
when large groups are desperntely 
trying to Ieave. He was of the 
opinion that it was this aspect of 
human nature which so complicates 
the situation. —United Press,

The remaining nine explulted the 
modern “buterfly” style, in’ which 
the recovery in the arm movement 
is effected by flinging the arms for- 
ward over the head, instead of the 
customary method of pushing them 
forward through the water, and such 
a situation seems to be. a further 
indication that, in the interests of 
our swimmers In international com- 
petitions, the “butterfly” stroke 
should: be allowed in England. 


At the moment,- England is the 
only country in the world jin which 
the stroke is banned for domestic 
contests, although the Federation 
Internationale de Natation Amateur, 
of which an Englishman is president, 
has sanctioned its use. Thus, we 
recently had the somewhat ludicrous 
positlon of J..G,-Davies (Otter S.C.) 
being forced to use the old stroke 
fo win the national brcast-stroke 
champlonship at Scarborough, but 
being able a week later to adopt.the 
“butterfly” in swimming against 
Germany ut Wembley.

(By Special Correspondent) 


Since‘ the termination of the 
World War, when almost all the 
natlons of the world were divided 
into two hostile camps lecked [In 
deadly combat, widespread miseries 
and untold safferings have affileted 
countless of millions of men, women 
and children In every country ond 
every clime. But no omore anxious 
and restless thmes existed than those 
of the present day, fraught with the 
most momentous and dangerous Issues 
arising out of the unhappy civil war 
in Spnin In Western Europe and of 
the unfortunate Sino-Japanese con- 
flict, all requiring the most delicate 
and consummate ,handiing by the 
statesmen of the powers. to avoid a 
sceond world catastrophe. 

At a time Uke the presept, when 
ancient friendships. and loyalties are 
put to the test, the recent public 
utterance of Dr. Oliveira Salazar, 
Premier and Minister of Finance in 
Portugal, pledging Portugal's endur- 
ing friendship for Great Britain, 
must come as a reassurance to 
British friends of the Portuguese, 
for In that speech delivered to a 
large assembly of Portuguese naval 
and military oMcers, the Portuguese 
leader stated in uncquivocal terms 
that nothing can disrupt Anylo- 
Portuguese friendship and he gave 
the lie to all those who have insinuat- 
ed that there has been cause for mis- 
understanding between the two 
governments. He reviewed — the 
Spanish situation at some length and 
pointed out that though malevolent 
propaganda had done tts best to give 
an Impression of variances, that the 
Britlsh. and the Portuguese govern~ 
ments continue to work, and will 
continue to work, in the closest 
harmony. 

This must be ingleed gratifying to 
all those who are jealous of Anglo- 
Portuyuese amity, and the occasion 
Is provided on the Fifth of October, 
Portugal's Day, to review Portugal's 
achievements of the past few years, 
and to recount for the benellt of all 
those Portuguese scattered over so 
many places in the East, and Portu- 
gal’s many friends and admirers, the 
continuous benefits which have been 
conferred on Portugal by the present 
government. 


GOVERNMENT OVERTHROWN 


When the Republic yas established 
in Portugal fine promises were made 
that there would be an Jdeal, orderly 
soverninent which would adopt, os 
a first measure, the suppression of 
party politics and the abuses con- 
nected therewith, that reforms would 
be iustituted providing for the wel- 
fare of the country. But as a 
matter of fact little, if anything, was 
done. Instead of economies the 
public debt went on increasing, and 
the deficits of the governmental 
adm ition increased {rem year 

while the best stock of 
the peasantry had to emigrate to 
Brazil and other countries, This sad 
state of affairs went on for fully 
fixteen years, until May,’ 28," 1026, 
when the Army and the .

the wise and beneficent leadership of 
General Oscar Carmona, I'resident 
of the Republic of Portuga the 
country has found its salvation. 
Viewed at frst with suspiclon—for 
the Portuguese, from long and bitter 
experience, did not regard any 
government too  favourably—the 
people begzan_to see that here was a 
man whose sole alm was the weal of 
fils country, that the Dictatorship 
that was established had only the 
pes interests of the whole nation at

Ut is appropriate, therefore, that on 
the anniversary of the establishment 
of the Republic in Portugal, the

TEAM “NOT GOOD ENOUGH” 
FOR AUSTRALIA

It may scem odd, in a year when’ the Singles Championship at 


Wimbledon has been won, and worthily won, by an English girl, 
to lay it down that English girls’ tennis generally is at a low cbb. 
But that is what would naturally occur to anyone who reads that 
the Wightman Cup team we sent out to the U.S.A. was beaten by 
six matches to one (and oven that onc was in the nature of ‘a pre- 
sent to us), and that the projected tour of tho same team to play 
in the Australian championships and in test matches out there was 
cancelled by the Australian authorities on the ground that the team 


was not. good enough. - In other 


There ls | obviously something 
wrong clther with our players or 
with those. who select the teams we 
send abroad to uphold the country’s 
reputation, or with both. Never be- 
fore in the game's history has an 
English touring team been rejected 
on the ground that It was “not good 
enough.” Yet can one wonder very 
much at the attltude of the Austra- 
Nan L,T.A.2 Its members, must have 
scanned the reports of the Cham- 
plonships at Wimbledon to find out 
how the members of the proposed 
team acquitted themselves nt thot 
test of thelr powers. What did they 
find? That three of the selected six 
were beaten in thelr first match, an- 
other In her second, another in her 
third, and the remaining one in her 
fourth! Scarcely a steong recom- 
mendntlon!

In 
the Wightman Cup most of our play- 
ers put up n food fght against their 
opponents in the five singles mut- 
ches, but all of them los Allo! 
tiem have beautiful strokes, all of 
them lool nice on court: but looking 
nice on court and making beautiful 
shots are not enough; they do not 
win mutehes. [n the girls of to-day 
there seems to be no’ patience ‘and 
no-. plan of .cumpniga, They... are 
trught to produce thelr ‘strokes in 
good “style,” and to hit hard: but 
when, Ina rally, a couple of their 
well-produced and hard-hit strokes 
have come back to them, their third 
as often as not goes straight into the 
stop-netting.
